Guevara kicked one Bolivian of­ 
ficer and spat in an adm iral’s 
face before he was killed, the

Real Estate Contracts 
Laff-A-Day 


To the ordinary seller of property , a 
real estate agent gets his commission 
for producing a customer “ able“ to 
buy . It seems a matter of simple logic 
that no one is able to buy who cannot 
raise the money . 
It seems this isn't the way it has been 
under some commission contracts in 
some areas, howev er. Agents using this 
contract hav e been demanding their 
fees merely for getting signatures on 
contracts of sale. 
But as any seller knows, there can 
be many a slip on the way to the mort­ 
gage. If a deal falls through, nothing 
has been sold but under this form of 


agreement the agent gets his com­ 
mission any way . 
The New J ersey State Supreme Court 
has unanimously ruled out this sort of 
arrangement as “ so contrary to com­ 
mon fairness” as to be “ unconscion­ 
able.” 
it should be elementary justice that 
there is no sale until title passes. This 
is the usual understanding, and the 
practice in probably the great major­ 
ity of transactions. 
With this New J ersey decision on 
the books, it will be difficult for any one 
to enforce a different form of sales 
contract, especially if the signer did 
not understand it that wav .

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Real Estate Contracts

To the ordinary seller of property, a 
real estate agent gets his commission 
for producing a customer ‘‘able" to 


b u y . It seems a m atter of simple logic 
that no one is able to buy who cannot 
raise the money. 
It seems this isn t the way it has been 
under some commission contracts in 
some areas, however. Agents using this 
contract have been demanding their 
fees merely for getting signatures on 
contracts of sale. 
But as any seller knows, there can 
be many a slip on the way to the m ort­ 
gage. If a deal falls through, nothing 
has been sold but under this form of 


agreem ent the agent gets his com­ 
mission anyway. 
The New Jersey State Supreme Court 
has unanimously ruled out this sort of 
arrangem ent as “so contrary to com­ 
mon fairness" as to be “unconscion­ 
able." 
It should be elem entary justice that 
there is no sale until title passes. This 
is the usual understanding, and the 
practice in probably the great major­ 
ity of transactions. 
With this New Jersey decision on 
the books, it will be difficult for anyone 
to enforce a different form of sales 
contract, especially if the signer did 
not understand it that way. 


Eliminating Relatives 


The Post Office pay raise bill has 
an unexpected bonus in it. It outlaws 
nepotism. 
This never would have happened if 
the rider had not been attached to the 
bill on a slow day in Washington. Some 
350 congressmen were absent. 
There is nothing wrong with putting 
relatives on the public payroll if they 
are competent, but there is always a 
tem ptation to increase the income by 
hiring a m em ber of the family as a 
clerk or consultant.

cused of putting his wife on the pay­ 


roll, then pocketing the money himself. 
A survey by a news service this year 
revealed that 50 m em bers of Congress 
had relatives on their payrolls, and at 
various times in the past the adm inis­ 
tration in power has had relatives on 
the payroll.

The anti-nepotism provision of the 
bill may prevent some competent rela­ 
tives from serving, but the elimination 
of temptation for those who take ad­ 
vantage of their office is worth it.

The Weather Bureau uses the 
terms 
“ ice 
storm,” 
“ freezing 
drizzle,” and “ freezing rain” in 
forecasts when a coating of ice 
is expected on the ground or 
exposed objects. 
The term “ heavy” may also 
be added 
if damage is likely 
to occur. 
In 
any 
case, 
appropriate 
warnings are always issued if 
freezing precipitation is expect­ 
ed to occur for any extended 
I period of time.

The most apparent objective 
of the party is tile creation of 
“the new man” for Cuba’s “new 
society.” Apparently the new 
man must be a tireless worker, 
composed of parts of Fidelism, 
nationalistic 
communism 
and 
guerrilla fervor. He must accept 
any assignment, believe every 
problem has a solution or an ex­ 
planation, and above all oppose 
“egoistic individualism.” 


For the Cuban people 1968 
promises to be another year of 
sacrifice and shortage. Added to 
food and clothing rationing will 
be the virtual end of overtime 
pay and fresh demands for vol­ 
untary labor. 
Castro has described his revo­ 
lution as having four stages— 
years of ignorance, years of ag­ 
ony, years of intense labor and 
years of triumph. He says Cu­ 
bans are now between the third 
and fourth stages.

WASHINGTON (AP) — Tile 
Department of Transportation 
called today for comment from 
industry, research and other in 
terested groups on 12 proposed 
new safety regulations for mo­ 
tor vehicles.

regulations 
would require anti-theft devices, 
ban potentially dangerous ex­ 
terior protrusions, order the in­ 
stallation of head rests and set 
standards for concealed head­ 
lights, among other things. 
The department set Jan. 26 as 
the deadline for submission of 
views. 
The National Highway Safety 
Bureau then will evaluate tile 
standards. These id ll be made 
official by action of the federal 
highway administrator.

would apply to 1969 model vehi­ 


cles manufactured after Dec. 
31, 1968: 
They would: 
—Require installation by the 
manufacturer of headrests on 
all passenger cars to reduce the 
frequency and severity of neck 
injuries in rear end collisions. 
—Require passenger car lock­ 
ing systems to minimize acci­ 
dental opening of rear doors by 
children from the inside and 
prevent opening from the out­ 
side.

—Establish standards to as­ 
sure that headlights that can be 
concealed would be in open po­ 
sition in the event of failure of 
the shielding or rotating device.
